AT 10:00 A.M. SEPTEMBER 18. LUNCHEON WILL BE SERVED 

AT THE CONFERENCE SITE FOLLOWED BY AN AFTERNOON 
SESSION. FRENCH PARTICIPANTS WILL INCLUDE: GUY GEORGY, 
DIRECTOR AFRICAN AFFAIRS, HEAD OF THE DELEGATION. 
MARIE-CLAUDE CABANA, DEPUTY DIRECTOR FOR CENTRAL AND

TO FACE RENEWED CHARGES OF COOKING UP SCHEMES FOR 
AFRICA.
